In the Crystal Palace at Sydenham is a se- 
ries of statues representing the sovereigns of 
England. The Norman conqueror leads the 
line, which is gracefully terminated by the pres- 
ent lady monarch—Queen Victoria. Virtue and 
guilt, might and imbecility, are here personified. 
These sceptered ones offer many a theme for 
earnest thinking in the grandeur or meanness 
of their lives, in the success or defeat of their 
plans, in the stability or demolition of their 
thrones, and in the peacefulness or terror of 
their departure from earth. Among them is 
one who stands grandly conspicuous. Between 
the Charles whose sad end startled the world, 
and his merry son, looms upon the sight the 
sturdiest ruler of them all—Oliver Cromwell. 
No blood of any king ran in his veins; no royal 
blood leaped through his arteries; yet no king 
of that British-realm ever held the rod of. power 
with a firmer grasp. No Plantagenet, or York, 
or Lancaster, or Tudor, had given to him blood 
or lineage; yet none of those names glow as 
brightly on the page of history, or shine there 
as the name of him who from the ranks of Eng- 
land's people entered their palaces as master, 
and wiellcd the sword of state. He presents 
himself before the world, not as the pampered 
child of fortune, but as the obscure friend of 
the people and the protector of the friendless. 
Not bora in the purple, and with no thought of 
greatness, he began his public career as the 
champion of despised right and the sovereign 
of lowly hearts. 

Oliver in the last

We 
do not find it hard to believe that in one of boy- 
hood’s battles he was victor over the future 
Charles the First, as it seems so fitting a pre- 
lude to the bloody battles and the decisive vic- 
tories in which these two were the prominent 
figures. That the youth of Cromwell was one 
of riot is not improbable, but that it was passed 
without considerable acquirement is scarcely to 
be believed.

Men were sent to the Com- 
mons who would confront their king, if need 
were, with petitions, resolutions, reprisals, and 
with powder and ball. In such men as Pym 
and Vane and Hampden and Cromwell a saga- 
cious eye might have seen that death wis written 
on every scheme which could be devised to sub- 
vert the liberties of the people, whether it orig- 
inated in the brain of Charles Stuart, or of his 
first minister, the Earl of Strafford, or Laud 
the Archbishop of Canterbury. 

But this, however, the king and his advisers 

failed to perceive. Charles would have money, 
and his first Parliament which he called was 
willing to grant it, but would first secure to the 
nation rights withheld by the king, who was not 
willing to relax the rigor of the Stuart sway. 
Yet the king must have seen the indications ot 
a rupture, although not realizing its possible 
magnitude, by his quarrel with his first Parlia- 
ment. * 
The Protestant Elector Palatine, who had 
been joined in the bonds of wedlock to Eliza- 
beth, the daughter of James the First, was dis- 
possessed of his electorate by the Emperor Fer- 
dinand Third for imprudently accepting the 
Crown of Bohemia, till then an appendage of 
the empire. James was urged by Parliament 
to a war in defense of his son-in-law, which 
touched the nation as a point of honor and as 
the cause of the Protestant interest. Charles 
was displaced because Parliament failed to ap- 
propriate means to enable him to prosecute war 
in support of his brother-in-law, the Elector 
aulatine. Thus the throne and the people's 
representatives came into conflict, and at the 
time of Cromwell's entrance upon the scene all 
was drear uncertainty,

and noses slit. No one was safe unless he 
would bow in unmanly compliance to tyrannical 
prerogative. These long years of suffering 
brought well nigh to maturity the powers of re- 


well, and some others of like spirit, bore long 
and as patiently as they might, till their hopes 
of good at home were goné. and they prepared 
to leave their native shores and retire to New 
England, whither our pilgrim progenitors had 
fled, to enjoy a freedom not theirs in England. 
The vessel which was intended to bear them 
over the ocean was in the Thames, ready for 
departure; but, in an evil hour for themselves, 
and a happy one for Britain, the king forbade 
them to go, and retained them to be whips of 
scorpions in the hands of a retributive justice. 
Had they left his domain his tyranny might have 
been successful, and he have died in his bed. 
They might have added to the fires of Ameri- 
can liberty which had already been kindled by 
that noble band who had planted a colony on 
the bleak shores of Massachusetts Bay, but they 
were less needed where so many of the apos- 
tles of freedom had congregated than where 
the thickest of the fight called for the arms of 
those who could deal blows many and mighty 
against the powers conspiring to overthrow the 
freeedom of the people. 

Cromwell was more to the Puritans of New 
England, by fighting for their principles upon 
his native soil, than he could have been in their 
very midst. 

When the famous Long Parliament met, in 
1641, the feeling against the king and his coun- 
sellors had arrived to the pitch of exasperation 
Illegal arrests, exactions of many kinds, the 


Chamber, and grievances unnumbered, had 
caused the people to send those to the national 
council who were willing to resist, if need were, 
to any extent, encroachments on liberty; and 
Cromwell was among

Atter many significant petitions had been pre- 
sented, Parliament proceeded to attaint the Earl 
of Strafford, the prominent adviser of Charles. 
He had been an advocate of the rights of the 
people, but had been bought by the king to his 
policy by bribes, the most alluring of which was 
his earldom, and gave the weight of his great 
abilities to crush those rights he had before vin- 
dicated, being promised in any event the protee- 
tion of which the king could give. When he 
was doomed to death the boasted kingly word 
was broken, and his life paid the forfeit of his 
treason; but the master for whom he had per- 
iled all stained his name with indelible disgrace 
and induced the greatest subsequent hesitation 
on the part of Parliament in believing the prom- 
ises of the false and lying friend without sub- 
stantial guarantees. Both the weakness of the 
Karl of Strafford and the treachery of Charles 
Stuart furnish clear evidences of human frailty. 
Alas! that there was so little real devotion to 
principle shown by those whose influence was 
great tor either good or evil.

THE FIGHTING METHODIST PARSON. 





BY JAMES PARTON. 


Peter Cartwright, whose death, at the age o 
eighty-seven, has been recently announced, 
was one of those pioneer preachers, rough, 
ready and bold, who assisted to save civilization 
in our Western wilderness. Their like was 
never seen betore in this world, and will never 
be seen again. 

His father was one of that great host of Vir- 
ginia soldiers who, soon after the revolutionary 
army was disbanded, turned their faces wist- 
fully toward Kentucky, than an outlying prov- 
ince of Virginia, where the most beautiful land 
in the world invited the pioneer. About 1790, 
when Peter was a boy of five, two hundred Vir- 
ginia families living on the banks of the James 
emigrated in a body, guarded on the march by a 
band of one hundred young men, who gave 
their services in return for their daily rations. 


goods of this numerous company had to be car- 
ried on pack-horses. Indians watched every 
train that wound its way through the woods. 
The boy could remember passing, almost every 
day of the march, scalped and blackened bodies 
of men murdered by Indians. 

One terrible night made a lasting impression 
on his mind, At the close of a dark and misty 
day, during which many Indians bad been de- 
scried by the guard, they reached a spot called 
Camp Defeat, the scene of a recent horrid mas- 
sacre of emigrant families. Gloom and terror 
vossessed every mind. The camp was formed 
jin the usual way—the women and children in 
the middle, then the horses and cattle securely 
tethered, and outside of them the elderly men 
and most of the fathers of families; while, 
away out at the edge of the circle of brushwood, i 
were posted the hundred guards and afew of 
the younger and bolder married men. 

Peter's father was one of those who stood in 
the outer ring of sentinels. Soon after taking 
his station he heard something moving toward 
him, grunting like a pig, and soon he perceived 
a dark object approaching. He took aim and 
fired, and instantly the object, as Peter recounts, 
‘bounced about at a terrible rate,” and the sen- 
tinel ran into camp to give the alarm. <A torch 
was lighted, and he returned with some com- 
panions to the spot, where they found an Indian 
prostrate on the ground, with a rifle in one 
hand and a tomahawk in the other, and a ball 
from Cartwright’s rifle in his brain. Few slept 
in the camp that night, and soon after dawn the 
company were glad to leave Camp Defeat be- 
hind them. 

As they advanced farther into the bloody 
land, dangers thickened around them. Peter 
remembered one. startling incident. A man 
‘ame into camp with his mouth bleeding and 
his jaw broken, the sole survivor of a party of 
seven. These seven white men had been way- 
laid by seven Indians, and in the fight which 
ensued all of the Indians were killed but two, 
and all the white ones but this one, who es- 
caped by flight and stratagem, and made his 
way to the camp, the happiest man in the 
world. All of Cartwright’s company reached 
Kentucky in safety, except seven families, who, 
when they were within seven miles of the first 
Kentucky settlement, being tired out with the 
march, stayed behind and encamped by them- 
selves. In the course of the night the Indians 
killed and sealped all of them but one man, 
who brought in the news. 

How strange that there should be many per- 
sons still living in the Western country who 
took part in such scenes as these! How rapid 
has been the transformation ! 

Despite the dangers of the journey, the fer- 
tile lands of Kentucky, abounding in game, lured 
thousands of adventurous people; and after 
many a bloody fight the Indians were subdued. 
Then it seems as if the conquerors had caught 
from the slaughtered red man something of his 
own lawless habits and savage disposition; and 
besides this there were so many murderers and 
thieves from the Eastern settlements as to form 
in some counties a majority of the people, who 
combined and bade detiance to all law and de- 
cency. This was the case in Logan county, 
where the Cartwrights lived. The honest peo- 
ple there also combined, and there were such 
fierce contests between the Rogues and the 
“Regulators” as almost amounted to civil war. 
On one court day, while Peter was still a boy, 
there was a desperate battle between the two 
bodies with dirks, pistols, rifles and clubs, in 








which many on both sides were killed and 
wounded. The Regulators were at length de- 


feated and driven into the woods; but they ral- 
lied again, returned to the charge, and won such 
a victory over the ruffians that they were never 
formidable again. 

Life, however, was still wild and rough; ‘‘no 
mill short of forty miles,” as Peter records, and 
no schools worth the name. All the meat they 
had was killed in the woods, and they used to 
grind their corn ina pestle and mortar. Ata 
very early age the elder Cartwright gave his 
son two presents, which, as Peter remarks, 
well-night proved his everlasting ruin; namely, 
a race-horse and a pack of cards. He soon be- 
came a very successful gambler, and won a 
good deal of money, to the sore grief of his 
excellent mother. His race-horse, too, did not 
conduce to the sobriety of his life. But about 
this time the Methodist preachers began to roam 
through the Western wilderness, hurling de- 
nunciations at the riotous dissipation of frontier 
life, and urging such wild fellows as young 
Cartwright to repent of their evil courses. Pe- 
ter attended their exhortations. At last his 
conscience was stricken, and his fears aroused; 
not at a meeting, but just after returning from 
a scene of revelry. 

“In 1801,” he relates, “‘when I was in my 
sixteenth year, my father, my eldest half-brother 
and myself, attended a wedding about five miles 
from home, where there was a good deal of 
drinking and dancing, which was very common 
at marriages in those days. I drank little or 
nothing; my delight was dancing. After a late 
hour in the night we mounted our horses and 
started for home. I was riding my race- 
horse. A few minutes after we had put up 
the horses, and were sitting by the fire, I be- 
gan to reflect on the manner in which I had 
spent the day and evening. I felt guilty and 
condemned. I rose and walked the floor. My 
mother was in bed. It seemed to me, all of a 
sudden my blood rushed to my head, my heart 
palpitated; in afew minutes I turned blind; an 
awful impression rested on my mind that death 
had come, and I was unprepared to die.” 

The next morning he gave up his race-horse 
to his father, and asked him to sell it, and 
brought out his pack of cards from their hid- 
ing-place and gave them to his mother who 
jcyfully threw them into the fire. Two years 
after, when he was cighteen years of age, he 
was a Methodist preacher, travelling an exten- 
sive circuit. With scarcely any education, his { 
beard ungrown, and so young-looking that he 
was called “the boy preacher,” he yet had the 
qualities demanded by the time and scene: 
namely, a clear, ringing voice, perfect faith 
inthe doctrine he preached, flaming zeal, a 
brawny arm, and great courage. If a rowdy 
disturbed one of his meetings, he was the man 
to go down into the congregation and put him 
out. Not once, merely, but many times, he led 
the onslaught against a whole gang of rowdies.

It is not a political measure, 
and can excite no well-founded political oppo- 
siuon. ‘There may be some who will oppose it 
in the supposed interest of the-dominant party 
in Hayti, which continually covets possession 
of the whole island, and means to take it by 
force if it can. It is a great commercial en- 
terprise, undertaken by men of wealth and en- 
ergy. Whether or not it will bring to them the 
rich returns they look fur, 1t will open the vast 
resources of Santo Domingo, and establish be- 
tween it and this country relations advantageous 
to both. 

Several of the gentlemen interested in this 
movement dined with Dr. Howe gn Friday last, 
and from them and other sources we learn that 
the success of the scheme is especially desired 
by shipping merchants engaged in the South 
American and Mexican trade, there being no 
good station for the coaling or repairing of ves- 
sels this side of Rio or Vera Cruz. A company 
has been formed and agerts despatched to Santo 
Domingo, and empowered to offer President 
Baez substantially the same terms as those em- 
bodied in the first treaty between him and 
President Grant, known as the Samana treaty, 
negotiated in September, 1869, These are the 
cession by Santo Domingo of the peninsula 
and bay of Samana at an annual rental of $150,- 
000, gold, the right of free navigation being re- 
served by Santo Domingo. ‘The agents lett 
New York in the Tybee, which recently sailed, 
fully empowered to complete the negotiations, 
and with the necessary money for doing so. 
Most prominent among the gentlemen interested 
in*the enterprise are C. K. Garrison, President 
of the United States and Brazil Steamship Line ; 
Mr. Stockwell, President of the Pacific Mail 
Steamship Company, and S. L. M. Barlow. Be- 
side these, there are others, in New York, Phil- 
adelphia and Boston, who have a pecuniary 
interest in its success. There have been no 
assurances from President Baez that the offer 
will be accepted, but there is little doubt on the 
subject. The agents who have sailed for the 
island have full powers to complete negotiations 
precisely similar to those begun by Baez and 
President Grant. Of course the United States 
government would be bound to protect the 
property of its citizens, and thus the same end 
would be gained as if the first treaty had been 


ratified by Congress.

“Why,” she asks, ‘‘this epidemic of 
fires? Is no council of sound thinkers sitting 
upon this momentous question? Is there an 
epidemic of carelessness? Or, is the air ‘fa- 
vorable’ to the spread of fire? Last February 
it was full of electricity, so that people on the 
Back Bay land saved matches by lighting the 
gas with their fingers; and the favorite after- 
dinner amusement was giving and receiving 
spocks of clectricity by the simple touch- 
ing of a person’s forehead with the knuckle of 
a finger. ShufHing along the carpct produced 
electric sparks, to the great amusement of the 
children, who played with lightning in a manner 
worthy of the descendants of Benjamin Frank- 
in. ‘There has been a great airing of rhetoric 
over the causes of fires in general and the Bos- 
ton fire in particular. But the fiend laughs 
themaill to scorn, and goes on burning when and 
where he pleases, leaving shanties of wood, 
and chewing up granite, brick and iron ware- 
houses as if they were tender morsels that only 
whetted his savage appetite. Charles Barnard 
writes to the Commonwealth a sensible article 
on building materials, asking people not to 
give up granite wholly, but to test speci- 
mens of different qualities. Boston is just 
now reaching after a ‘brick moon’;, but, in so 
doing, it ‘sacrifice much architectural 
beauty and strength. What about the iron col- 
umns which pretend to support these heavy 
tronts of stone? They bend like reeds in case 
of fire, and down comes the whole structure. 
To be sure, their use enables a builder to light 
nis first floor of shops, or whatever, to better 
advantage, as more room is left for glass win- 
dows and doors; but glass and iron are the 
poorest possible support for buildings, whatever 
the material used in their construction. Who 
will be ingenious enough to bring the light of 
day into the lower rooms of city shops and 
houses? We haven't begun to know what can 
be done with reflectors. There is light enough 
in the sky to pour into the darkest alleys of a 
city; but man’s ingenuity must get it there.

The Labor Bureau. 

Eprror ComMMONWEALTH :—It is to be hoped 
the people of Massachusetts will think twice be- 
fore endorsing so much of the Governor's re- 
cent inaugural address as relates to the Bureau 
of Statistics of Labor. If there is anything in 
which our State may take a just pride it is in 
its systematic attempts, through commissions 
and otherwise, to study social problems and de- 
vise more. efficient aids to social progress. 
Foremost among these is the effort to investi- 
gate the condition and needs of the laboring 
classes—foremost in the magnitude, foremost 
in the importance of the task undertaken. That 
after three years’ prosecution, with the problem 
still unsolved but gaining steadily in the atten- 
tion of mankind, the Governor should practi- 
cally recommend that it be given up, is a fact 
calculated to excite surprise if not indignation. 

What has the Bureau been doing these three 
years past? It has gathered statistics, as far as 
means and the willingness of capitalists to give 
them would permit, of the real condition of 
working-men and women in all the departments 
of labor; their wages, modes of living, hours of 
toil, and general intelligence; and has under- 
taken to draw from these certain lessons as to 
how the great questions thus presented shall be 
dealt with. In doing this it has investigated 
factory systems and studied authorities at home 
and abroad. It has also carried the labor ques- 
tion, where a premature political party never 
could carry it, to the minds and hearts of think- 
ing people. The Governor truly says its reports 
are considered an authority, not only, as he im- 
plies, because bearing the imprint of the com- 
monweaith, but also because of their intrinsic 
worth. It is but simple justice to say that it has 
been worth as much to labor, nay, more, than all 
other instrumentalities combined. Andthis be- 
cause its methods have been specially in keeping 
with the state of the question and the public 
mind concerning it. 

Now it does seem as if when the Governor 
proposes the abolition of this Bureau—for that 
is what his address means—in the face of such 
a record, he should give definite and conclusive 
reasons therefor. What reasons does he give ? 
He says nearly every branch of the labor move- 
ment has openly and decidedly expressed dis- 
satisfaction with its methods and results, and 
capitalists have not expressed any particular 
gratification with them. The latter reason is 
probably true, but is not necessarily anything 
against the Bureau. In regard to the former, 
we think it a grave mistake. There may be 
some politicians who are dissatisfied, quite pos- 
sibly some honest friends of the movement who 
have not studied all its features, who follow in 
the wake of that thoroughly abominable assault
